The burden of proving that the rate 
of speed was reasonable is placed upon 
the driver under these clauses. 

For those driving over such a main 
highway as that between Edmonton 
and Calgary, or from Calgary to Banfi, 
a speed of 40 or 45 miles per hour rnay 
be reached under the, clauses quoted. 
While. motorists may attain that rate, 
it must be understood that the condi- 
tions prevailing at the time must be 
such that the speed is 1easonable.: 


lf, for instances, traffic {s corgested, 
or if a car is approaching, or even if 
one is passing another auto, then 40 
or 45 miles per hour would be exces- 
sive, But if the circumstances are 
different and the element of safety is 
apparent, then a driver is not violating 
the act by running his car at a greater 
rate than 30 miles per hour upon a 
Provincial highway.

So were 
many representatives of the public as 
a whole and professors from nearly

OBJECTS TO EXAGGERATED 
REPORTS OF WHEAT CROP 


Lashing out at newspapers for pub- 
lishing what he termed untrue reports 
about Western Canada’s grain! crop 
ranging from 650,000,000 to 700,000,- 
000 bushels, thereby causing a lower 


price for wheat, Hon. Geo. Hoadley, |‘ 


Minister of Agriculture, declared that 
millions of dollars had been taken out 
of the pockets of people of Alberta, 
and every other part of the west, as a 
result, in an address at the banquet 
given under the auspices of the Cam- 
ros Exhibition “Association on Tues- 
day evening. The occasion was the 
presentation of prizes to winrers in. 
the good farms and field crop com- 
petition in that district, especially the 
presentation of the Edmonton Board 
of Trade challenge cup, donated by 
James Ramsey, for the best field of 
wheat in Central and Northern Al- 
berta. ; 

Alberta’s wheat crop has_ been 
frozen to the extent of from 40 to 50 
per cent, declared Hon. Mr Hoadley, 
in bringing his verbal guns to bear on 
the grain situation: He followed up 
by declaring that Saskatchewan is in 
much the same position as this prov- 
ince with regard to frozen grain. 


The minister gave no estimate on 
the grain yield for Alberta this year, 
contenting himself with pointirg out 
that some two months ago he had 
stated that if the net regult proved 
as good as last year, people would 
be fortunate. ; 

“Why do we have these reports 
about our enormous crops in the 
newspapers?” asked the minister. 
“They only have the effect of de- 
preciating the price, ard to say that 
the crop is from 50,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 bushels higher than last year 
is not a fact.” 


Reports of a big grain crop work- 
ed to the advantage of certain inter- 
ests, and this was hinted at by the 
minister ‘as being largely responsible 
tor the exaggerated yield estimates. 
He asked what was the use of trying 
to get new settlers in the country 
and at the same time be faced with 
reports that were a curse to the farm- 
ers who are here. : 

“Nothing but the truth is necessary 
to get people to come to this prov- 
ince,” declared Hon. Mr. Hoadley, who 
went on to point out that the “kick- 
back’? came wheh newcomers were 
disappointed through too rosy a pic- 
ture having been drawn of the pros- 
pects. 


the minister showed his distaste for 
editorials that boosted things to the 
skies. These only did harm to the 
inan who. is here, he declared. 

The minister then referred to the 
drop in grain prices just when the 
last of the old crop was being mar- 


keted. He claimed that this had 
cxused heavy losses to the grain 


producers, while it knocked a heavy 
percentage off of the final rturns. 
“Mind you, I don’t think that you 
are going to have ‘any trouble getting 
a good big price for your wheat,” said 
Mr. Hoadley. “Grain men are now 
vetting the facts and the results will 
be seen. I/have already made a bet 
of a box of cigars that wheat will be 
$1.50 per bushel before next May.”
